£10 THE housewife there are ways 


and means of being a successful 

buyer. -The inexperienced one 
can frequently be misled in purchas- 
ing meat. A knowledge of a few es- 
sential facts will benefit the buyer 
and the eaters, ' ° 

First of all, meat should be a bright 
red, Any tendency to a dark coloring 
is the result of old blood, 

There should be no unpleasant odor. 
If there is there is a danger of taint 
and subsequent poisoning. ‘ 

Meat should be kept in a cold place 
and should be covered so that no 
odors from other articles, such as 
cheeses, ete., will be absorbed by it. 


About one-third of an ox, roughly, 
ig fat. No ox should be killed before 
it is 4 years old. A point is reached 
in the feeding at which it should 
stop. An experienced eye knows at 
once when a beast has reached this 


stage. Beyond jt, the food does little 
good, and is so much waste. The 
animal would deteriorate if kept 


longer, and then would have to be fed 
up once more. to get it to right abe 
dition. Five years old gives p 
beef also, and the meat from a Gcvear- 
old animal is excellent, The fat shows
